WHITE FRUIT HOUSE. 


Jacob Kline, one of the best known 


pioneer grocers of Fort Wayne, died 
at 10 o'clock Saturday night at his 
home, 412 East Berry street, at the 
advanced age of 84 years. Since De- 
cember Mr. Kline has beep suffering 
from an affection of the liver, but his 
demise is directly attributable to a 
complication of diseases consequent 
upon old age. 


For fifty-eight years Str. Kline was 


engaged in the retail grocery busi- 
ness on East Columbia street, and he 
was personally known to all the old- 
er residents of the city. 
He was 


born at Wiesbach, Bavaria, Septem- 
ber 18, 1818, and came at the ag« 
of fifteen years to the United States 
with an elder brother. He entered 
the employ of Philip Doddridge 
at 


Circleviile, Chio, and twelve years 
later had saved sufficient money to 
embark in business upon his own 
account. Locating in Fort Wayne In 
1845, Mr. Kline opened a grocery on 
East Columbia street, where he was 
in business for fifty-eight years and 
until his last illness. During the en- 
tire time his store was within one 
block of its original location. For a 
short time he was in partnership 
with John J. Meyer, who later be- 
came postmaster of this city. 


Mr. Kline was a most estimable 


citizen, and an upright business man 
in every sense of the term. He was 
a charter member of Trinity English 
Lutheran church, and was perhaps 
the lost of the original membership 
of that congregation. 
Mrs. Kline 


died in 1870. Four children survive. 
Taey are Miss Matilda Kline, Mrs. 
"Eliza. Ogle, Miss Anna Kline and 
Harry Kline, all of this city. 


The funeral services will be held 


from the residence Tuesday after- 
noon at 2 o'clock, and Kev. Dr. Wag- 
hals will officiate. 
The interment 


will occur at Lindenwood.

Praise-compelling battlefield cour- 
age, valor that wins honor on the 
field of fight, has by tradition an ex- 
traordinary quality which somehow 
does not seem to be met when the 
whole array shows such willingness 
in action as has been shown by our 
men in recent years. It may be that 
the equalization has been reached by 
averaging- up instead of down. No 
man may justly decry in any way 
the fighting grit of the American 
soldier. Whatever else he may do, 
he is not afraid, and he fights with 
terrible energy and earnestness.
